Red Cross Campaign 
For Funds & Members 


The Alberta division of the Cana- 
dian Red Cross starts its annual cam- 
paign for funds and memberships this 
week when all the farmers of the 
province are asked to give donations 
of grain as their subscription to the 
Red Cross, a plan which has the en- 
dorsation of the governor of the prov- 
ince, the Alberta wheat pool and the 
Alberta elevator companies. The 
Red Cross service which makes most 
appeal to the sympathies of the peo- 
ple is the work of nursing the sick 
and attending to the prospective 
mothers in the far distant settle- 
ments far removed from the railway. 
In places where the government has 
no municipal hospital there are to be 
found seven Red Cross hospitals or 
nursing stations. Much  suffpring 
would result if there were no out- 
posts provided by the Red Cross, and 
many mothers would be in discomfort

Percentages of the 1922 wheat 
acreage actually under contract of 
the Alberta Co-operative Wheat Pro- 
ducers, Ltd., as at last Saturday 
evening, taking into account all 
withdrawals, was 41.71 according to 
an official statement handed out Fri- 
day afternoon by Stephen Lunn, act- 
ing secretary of the pool. 

The actual withdrawals from the 
pool during the period from Septem- 
ber 8 to 20 was 2,634 for an acreage 
of 268,750. This left 25,351 members 
in the pool, the actual acreage they 
controlled being 2,404,065. This num- 
ber is 41.71 per cent of the 1922 
acreage of 5,765,595. 

Since last Saturday, 122 new con- 
tracts have been received from far- 
mers in the province. The acreage 
accounted for in these have not yet 
been listed and is. not accounted for 
in the above figures. 

Without considering these late 
contracts the wheat pool since the 
drive for contracts first started re- 
ceived 27,985 contracts, of which 548 
were not listed, due to the fact that 
the farmers signing them had no

2,500,000 acres were destroyed by 
fire with a conservative valuation of 
$2.700,000. The Dominion Forestry 
Branch makes the total of destroyed 
forests in excess of 10 million acres, 
with a valuation of 556,560,000. Add- 
ed to this is a property loss in excess 
of 13,000,000, also cost of fire fight- 
ing, 2,500,000, making a grand total 
of $72,806,000 in the five year period. 

These figures, while bad enough in 
themselves, are not a complete state- 
ment of the economic loss to Canada 
through forest fires. In the forest 
industry more than in any other the 
cost of the manufactured product is 
made up of labor charges. Hence de- 
struction of present and future timb- 
er crops involves direct loss of means 
of sustenance of an important part 
of our population.

MYSTERIOUS BOSS REVEALED 
BY TRIAL 


Craft investigations are the com- 
mon sequels to elections in the United 
States, especially when an administra- 
tion has been beaten at the pools. 
Chicago has recently completed an 
investigation which was demanded 
upon the overthrow of “Big Bill” 
Thompson, and Fred Lundin, his 
manager. The boys have come out 
with their reputations intact. Both 
Thompson and Lundin were rich men 
before they entered politics, There 
was no need for them to graft even 
had they desired to do so, Apparently 
it was fame and power to which they 
were aspiring rather than money. It 
is thought that Thompson had his 
eye on the Presidency, while Lundin 
desired to be the power behind the 
throne.

They have their machine 
and there is little doubt that some 
time in the future it will resume its 
grinding in Chicago, 


The Mysterious Boss 


Reporters at the trial found it} 
chiefly interesting for the light it| 
cast upon Fred Lundin. He was 
the boss of the city from 1915 until 
a few months ago, and he was a 
mysterious boss. Most bosses are 
that way. They do better work in 
the shadows, while the limelight 
glares upon the haloes of the hand- 
some figurehead who holds the pub- | 
lic office, Lundin held two public 
offices, but briefly and inconspicu- 
ously as Congressman and_ State 
In the Thompson adminis- 
tration his only office was that of 
a member of the “Advisory Com- 


mittee of the Patronage Commit- 
tee.” As a politician his chief 
strength was in handling the for- 


eign elements, and the negroes, 
Lundin was born in Sweden and went 
to the United States forty-four years 
ago at the age of eleven. At the 
age of twenty-two he had a_ great 
money making idea, He patented 
the recipe for an old Swedish drink, 
called it “Juniperade,” and put it on 
jthe market. Before he was through 
exploiting it he made a_ million

His acquaintance with the 
value of advertising led to the en- 
graving of Mayor Thompson’s name 
on bronze tablets on public build- 
ings all over Chicago. 


Down But Not Out 
He advised Thompson in the pro- 
German attitude he took even after 
the United States entered the war, 
an attitude that tended to bring dis- 
grace on Chicago, but more firmly 
attached the various foreign votes 
which Lundin manipulated. He fed 
his machine fat, even turning the 
boys loose to pick the bones of the 
city tuberculosis sanitarium, a hos- 
pital that every other administra- 
tion had respected. In salaries alone 
there was $78,000,000 distributed an- 
nually among the faithful, and there 
was tremendots graft, although 
neither Lundin nor Thompson’ is 
suspected of having participated in 
it.

Protecting Coal Industry. 
Strict regulations for the protect- 
ion of the Alberta coal industry, and 
for the prevention of wildcatting in 
coal companies which has developed 
in Ontario in connection with the 


market, have been passed during the 
past week by the Alberta Govern- 
ment. 

These regulations are aimed chiel- 
ly at the wildcatting which has been 
going on in Ontario by irresponsible 
pecple presumably owners of Alberta 
coal properties shipping coal. They, 
however, have general regard to the 
protection of the industry at large. 
The regulations provide for the ship- 
ping and selling of coal under duly 
registered names. Information re- 
specting the name of the shipping 
company, the registered name of the 
coal, the grade and date of shipment 
must be placed on every shipping bill 
and be displayed on the car doors. 
The same applies to the keeping of 
records of sale of coal from each 
mine in the province, and also applies 
to the advertising of such coal, so 
far as the registered name of the coal 
is concerned. The regulations provide 
for the appointment of inspectors 
who have power to inspect any ship- 
ment or quantity of coal sold, to as- 
certain whether it conforms to the 
information given. Infraction of these 
regulations is punishable by a fine not 
exceeding $1,000 or imprisonment not 
exceeding six months, or both. 

The Ontario government has taken 
steps to supervise the shipment to 
Ontario points of coal from Alberta 
under the special rate of $7 per ton 
given by the C.N.R. up to October 31. 
Those Ontario purchasers arranging 
for coal under this special rate must 
|forward their names, together with 
the names of the firms from whom 
they are purchasing in Alberta, to 
the fuel controller. This list will 
then be forwarded to the trade com- 
missioner of Alberta, who is asked to 
pass upon the capacity of the firms 
concerned to supply the coal. The 
Ontario government has already re- 
ceived applications for more than the 
10,000 tons granted the special rate 
by the C.N.R. 


Inspect New Reaper. 

Members and officials of the provin- 
cial government headed by Hon. Geo. 
Hoadley, minister of agriculture, 
paid a visit to the farm of J. H. Haus- 
er, of Killam, this week, where Mr. 
Hauser is perfecting a combination 
of inventions to harvest grain with- 
out the necessity of binding or stook- 
ing. Mr. Hauser has successfully es- 
tablished a method of reaping grain 
without the use of binder twine or 
stookers, He uses an ordinary push 
binder with a 12-foot swarth, cutting 
to a five or six inch stubble and lay- 
ing the grain in winrows on this 
stubble. An extension attachment to 
| the machine is dropped on the second 
round of the field to the level of the 
machine table thus running the grain 
from the second round out 24 feet 
laying it on top of the first winrow. 
The grain dries perfectly by laying

Mr. Hauser’s plan is to perfect a 
combination of the loader and thresh- 
er. So interested is the government 
in Mr. Hauser’s efforts to perfect his 
ideas and solve to a great extent the 
problem of harvest labor, that it is 
considering steps to assist him, and to 
procure the full benefit of his oper- 
ations for the farmers of the pro- 
vince. 


Education for Remote Rural 
Districts. 


A system of education by mail for 
tose who live in remote rural dis- 
tricts out of reach of rural schools is 
being prepared by Hon. Perren Bak- 
er, minister of education, to go into 
effect October 1st. 

The working plan has already been 
drawn up to run through the winter 
tu the end of the school year. It is ex- 
pected that from twenty to forty 
lessons will be given in the case of 
each applicant for the service, and 
the work will be carried on under 
the direction and supervision of the 
department. 

Correspondence courses will be con- 
ducted by the department up to 
grade VIII. Outline lessons will be 
furnished for the use of children up 
to that grade, instruction being given 
by their mothers. Assistance will be 
given the parents undertaking this 
work, and the general run of the 
lessons will be in line with the or- 
dinary school curriclum. Readers will 
be furnished free of cost, and in re- 
spect to other text books the corres- 
pondence pupils will be on precisley 
the same footing as those in organiz- 
ed school districts. 

The new service is not intended for 
those within reach of schools but will 
be limited strictly to families beyond 
the pale of other educational facilit- 
ies. Mr. Baker says that the cost of 
the service will be only trifling. For 
the first year, it is expected, the pre- 
sent staff at the departmental offices 
will be able to take care of the work, 
and the only additional cost will be 
pestage stamps and supplies. The ser- 
vice given the people on the frontier, 
however, will be of great value and 
benefit. 


Stocker and Feeder Show 
The first annual stocker and feeder 
show and sale in Alberta will be held 
at the stock yards, Calgary, October 
9 to 12. Over $6.000 in cash prizes is 
being offered. The awards are being 
given as an educational feature in de- 
monstrating the best type, weight, 
quelity and finish in feeder cattle. 
Entries for the show may be made 
through any licensed commission firm 
at the Alberta stock yards up to 12 
noon October 8. In the entry the name 
of the owner, number of head, breed, 
age and firm handling them should be 
given. All stock must be in exhibition 
pens by 12 noon on October 9. All cat- 


| tle entered in the show or sale must 


be sold to the highest bidder through 
the ring, at auction, by arrangement 
with the secretary. Cattle entered in 
the carlot competition are not eli- 
gible for entry in the group classes 
and vice versa, There are champion- 
ships in both groups. 


Inter-club judging contests for 
bcys’ and girls’ clubs are to be put 
in both Calgary and Edmonton this 
fall. Teams for judging will be made 
up of three members from each club, 


\the teams being selected from win- 


ners at the school fairs.

SIR SAM HUGHES’ ODDS 
WITH GEN. HUTTON 


That Sir Sam Hughes and the late 
General Sir Edward Hutton had a 
great verbal battle when the Boer 
War was impending is well known, 
but the particulars of the dispute 
arc not familiar to most of us. It 
appears that Sir Sam had no love for 
the Imperial Officer in command of 
the Canadian militia. In fact, his re- 
spect for generals from over the sea 
had been impaired and finally de- 
stroyed altogether by the rather 
cold attitude of these officers toward 
the militia. 


Hutton’s First Blunder. 


The first occasion upon which Sir 
Sam and General Hutton came into 
conflict was when the latter called 
Sir Sam to account for discussing 
militia matters in Parliament Sir 
Edward had proposed that the offi- 
cers and men of the militia be 
trained under drill sergeants from 
the permanent force. Against this 
Sir Sam protested from his place in 
the House of Commons. He contend- 
ed that militia officers should drill 
their own men. The day. following 
the debate Sir Sam received a note 
from the General calling for an in- 
terview. To the militia he went, ex- 
pecting a friendly talk. To his sur- 
prise, he was reprimanded for dis- 
cussing militia affairs in the Com- 
mons. The General announced, and 
afterwards repeated the order by 
letter, that no member of the House 
holding a commission, was free to 
discuss militia matters without the 
permission of the General Officer 
Commanding. That the ire of the re- 
cipient of this intimation was arous- 
ed goes without saying. Sir Sam dis- 
cussed the militia in parliament more 
freely than ever. He wrote, more- 
over, demanding when and by whom 
the right of free speech had been 
withdrawn from a Canadian legisla- 
ter, 

Unfavorable to Canadians. 

When the Boer War was at hand, 
Sir Sam saw the General on the sub- 
ject of the raising of a corps for 
South Africa. The General pooh- 
poohed the idea, He said Canadians 
would not be able to serve beside 
British regulars until after three 
years’ training, and then they would 
have to be commanded by British 
officers. Sir Sam was angry once 
more, and wrote a stinging letter to 
the General. He spoke of the Imper- 
ial officer with anything but rever- 
ence. “Imagine the Boers catching 
Canadians as the British were bag- 
ged at Brankhurst Spruit, Laing’s 
Nek and Majuba Hill,” he wrote;; 
“You say I would be incapable of 
serving alongside British regulars. 
Could not I retreat or surrender 
quickly enough?” This line if dis- 
cussion was not designed to smooth 
matters over. When, therefore, Sir 
Sam wrote to the General offering 
his services, his letter was pigeon- 
holed. Then Sir Sam wrote the Min- 
ister of Militia offering to raise a 
corps. This missive was passed on to 
the General, who found fault with 
Sir Sam for having 
with the Minister “without my sanc- 


tion or approval.” The act was de-| 


nounced as insubordination. Sir Sam 
made a heated reply. “I would like 
the General to quote the paragraph 
in the Queen’s Regulations which I 


have violated.” “I have yet to read | 
the regulation which deprives me as a | 


citizen soldier of Canada of the right 


to address the Minister of Militia on 


this or any other subject.” 
An Appeal to London. 


While the offers were being made 
to the General Commanding and to 
the Minister of Militia in Canada, 
Sir Sam addressed another offer to 
Mr. Chamberlain, then Secretary of 
State for the Colonies. This was re- 


ferred by the Imperial Government | 


to the Governor-General, who passed 
it to General Hutton. The General at 
once charged renewed insubordina- 
tion, and Sir Sam countered by en- 
quiring how the matter came to the 
attention of the General when, con- 
stitutionally, the Governor - General 


should have referred the subject to | 


the Minister of Militia. Then Sir Sam 
wrote a letter to the press announc- 
ing that a corps for service would 


shortly be required, and asking those | 
who would like to enroll therein to | 
communicate with him. This was the | 


last straw. General Hutton charged 
Sir Sam with violating the Army Act 
by “recruiting” without authority, 
and asked the Minister of Militia to 
dismiss him from his command. 


Very Strained Relations, 


The situation became more strain- 
ed because of this episode. Sir Sam 
pointed out that he had asked no one 
to enlist, and added that the General 
did not seem to appreciate the fact 
that if a corps were raised it would 
have official sanction and would op- 
erate in conjunction with the troops 
at the seat of war. Shortly after- 
wards, General Hutton reported to 
the Misister that Sir Sam had apolo- 
gized for his conduct, and on that 
ground suggested the cancellation of 
the recommendation that Sir Sam be 
dismissed from the colonelcy of his 
regiment. Sir Sam treated this as a 
fresh insult. Later, the Government 
undertook the raising of a contingent 
and this put an end to the controver- 
sy. But Genera] Hutton did not for- 
give Sir Sam and gave him no place 
with the contingent. Subsequently the 
Genera! recommended that Sir Sam 
be offered a captaincy in the Strath- 
cona Horse. This Sir 8am refused. He 
went to South Africa, however, and

CULTIVATION OF BREAKING 


In districts where it is customary 
to break rather deeply and not back- 
set in the same season, it is usual to 
let the plowed land lie untouched for 
a fortnight or more in order that the 
grass roots may receive a check 
while the vegatation turned under 
goes through a sort of scalding 
sweat and the furrow slice weathers 
into a mellow condition, After this 
process has continued for a time, a 
stroke of the disc will do far greater 
execution than it would have done on 
the fresh-turned slice. 

If the season be moist, however, 
grass, vetch and weeds will present- 
ly commence to grow, and in extreme 
cases the broken field will become a 
green meadow. This revives and re- 
establishes the roots it is desired to 
kill, besides wasting moisture and 
providing seductive enviroment for 
the cutworm moth to lay her eggs. 
Accordingly, it is usual to double-disc 
the breaking as soon as practicable 
after a green tinge of new growth 
appears. The first discing is length- 
wise of the plowing and the plates 
are not set in enough to invert many 
of the sods. After the field has lain a 
little while it may be floated or 
“scrubbed” with a log or timber drag 
which will mash down many of the 
lumps and combs, filling interstices 
This makes conditions favorable for a 
second discing. 

As soon as a green tinge reappears, 
a second or a second and third double 
discing should be given, the levers 
usually being set in now to the last 
notch and extra weight added as well 
if there are tough roots to be cut 
through. By all means have the discs 
sharp for this work. 

The second stroke should be at an 
acute angle with the initial grooves, 
leaving long ribbons of turf unpulver- 
ized. If at right angles the discs cut 
the sod into square chunks, many of 
which especially along the dead fur- 
rows become inverted and dry out in- 
stead of rotting. An angling stroke 
riddles and reduces the turfs and 
turns very few of them upside down. 

If the third dicsing can be made 
also on an acute angle with the plow- 
ing, so much the better. There is a 
simple way of double-discing a field 
twice on the angle, one stroke cross- 
wise of the other, with practically 
none but right-angled turns for the 
team. 

After the third discing the field 
may be left for winter, although if 
one can run a spring-toothed culti- 
vator over it late in the fall it will 
do much to kill grass and bring up 
saskatoon and other roots which may 
then be picked off. It is presumed, of 
course, that the field had been clear- 
ed of all visible trash before the 
first discing was done.
